According to the state law passed 
twleve years ago, squires can assess 
fines only in liquor or other cases 
where their jurisdiction is “special.”

Gifford Pinchot is a great man, and perhaps the greatest for­ 
ester in the world, for as a young man he had studied the subject 
in England, France and other parts of Europe, and was highly es­ 
teemed for his advice on the subject by all Americans. He was par­ 
ticularly admired by Theodore Roosevelt, and in a manner adp 
vanced in public esteem because thereof. W hat a pity he did not 
“stick to his last.*’ 
But the political bee got in his bonnet and he became candi­ 
date for Governor of Pennsylvania. Because of his known ability 
in one direction he was overwhelmingly elected. He was a warm 
temperance man, and apparently made up his mind he would be 
President of the United States some day. A half year or so ago , 
the country was astonished to have him publicly charge President; 
Coolidge that the slack enforcement of the 18th amendment was 
due to national failure on the part of government officials. And re­ 
sented the charge that it was due to inefficiency of state officials. 
From thence came the first alienation with President Coolidge, 
and with many Republicans, and of course a serious break in the 
party in Pennsylvania. 
But the climax has been serious beyond all reason. Pinchot 
demanded that he be sustained, and last week announced himself 
as delegate-at-large to the Cleveland convention, said Coolidge was 
not “the issue”, as the Republicans claimed, but that temperance 
was. 
The Republicans felt upset to have the Governor of the 
state go back on Coolidge, and resented. Backed by the Republi­ 
can Representative vote of Philadelphia they opposed Pinchot’s « 
candidacy as delegate-at-large to Cleveland by the nomination of | 
Ralph Brewer Strasburger, a Norristown editor. The fight was on, 
and the battle at the election on Tuesday was such a “mix' that 
good temperance people were at a loss to know how' to vote es­ 
pecially the W. C. T. U., as Gifford Pinchot had always been known 
as the best friend of temperance. 
It was a shameful position to 
place them in.
